In the Presence of German 
Emperor Herr Krupp Is 
Interred, 


Essen, Prussia, November 2%—In the 
presence of Emperor William and a great 
assemblage the funeral of Herr Krupp 
took @lace here today. Emperor Wil- 
liam’s attendance was designed to show 
his disbelief of the accusations that 
caused the gunmaker’s death and a 
statement was issued to the effect that 
the emperor was indignant at the cruelty 
and malice of the social democratic 
charges. He is said to have personally 
expressed his feelings to the Rev. Mr. 
Klingemann, who delivered the first of the 
funeral orations. 


‘As a mark Of respect to Herr Krufp's | 


memory the city was hung in black and 
the street lamps were alight and hooded 
with crepe. 

At the cemetery as the coffin was low- 
ered into the vault beside that of the 
deceased father, Emperor William sa- 
luted and a great chorus of workmen’s 
singing societies chant>d a requiem. 

Then followed two funeral orations. 
The Rev. Klingemann, superintendent of 
the synod, the highest ecclesiastic of the 
state church in the province, said: 

“Friederich Alfred Krupp was a good 
man. The heritage of a good name fell 
into good hands. He was of unusual pu- 
rity of heart and simplicit} and amiabil- 
ity of disposition and had fine moral 
feelings.’’ 

The clergyman also detailed Herr 
Krupp’s good works in benalf of his em- 
ployees, of the city and of the fatherland, 
and continued: ! 

“Emperor William’s decision to attend 
the funeral pleases everybody, for he 
honors the memory of the man who 
passed away in a truly Christian spirit. 
Herr Krupp’s last words, after bidding 
farewell to his family, were: 

‘““*? depart without ill will or bitter- 
ness. I depart in ace all men, 
even with those who treated me the 
worst.’ ”’ 

Managing Director Roettger, referring 
to the charges against Herr Krupp, said 
he thanked the emperor for his presence 
at the furerel, adding that it would “‘be a 
shame if a German could be found who 
was influerced by the baSe inventions of 
foreieners.”’ 

After the burial Emperor William 
talked with the Rev. Mr. Kiingemann, 
expressing the hope that all of Herr 
Kruvp’s benevclent enterprises would be 
continued. 

Emperor William’s wreath of orchids,

MONSTER CANNON IS SHIPPED. 


Shoots Projectile Weighing Over a 
Ton the Distance of 21 Miles. 
Albany, N. Y.. November 26.—The big 
16-inch coast defense gun which was 
manufactured at the Watervliet arsenal, 
was shipped today on the Merritt-Chap- 
man Company’s largest barge to the San- 
dy Hook proving grounds and will reach 
there some time Friday. The largest 
crane in the world had to be pressed into 
service to load the gun on the barge on 
which it is being transported down tne 
river. 
gone the direction of Colonel Farley, 
commandant at the arsenal, the gun was 
loaded on a specially constructed car, 
weighing 34,370 pounds, and slowly moved 
to the arsenal dock, where, by means 
of the crane and a mammoth derrick, it 
ng on to the barge. 
"The following are the dimensions of 
{@is great weapon of coast defense: 
Length over all, 49 feet 2.9 inches; diam- 
eter at breech, 5 feet; bore, 16 inches.. Iis 
construction was begun May 14, 1898, and 
it was finished June 12, 1902. Some faint 
idea of its power ean be obtained by the 
statement that it shoots a projectiie 
weighing 2,370 pounds a distanee of 21 
miles. If smokeless powder is used it 
will require 576 pounds, or about 1,000 
pounds of black powder. The crude steel 
from which the gun was assembled 
weighed 368,000 pounds. It has cost in 
material, labor and macninery eon 
50.000. A large amount of new 
aarary had to be made for the work; 
one of the largest cranes in the world, 
if not the largest one built, to handle it; 
new lathes were secured and an immense 
amount of new machinery was pur 
chased. The cost was so great that it is 
doubtful if any more of similar size will 
be built. When it was decided to build 
this gun it was tae intention of the gov- 
ernment to construct about twenty 16 
inch guts, but the cost has been such 
that the project will probably be aban- 
doned. 


IN GRIDIRON BATTLE AT PIEDMONT 
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WORSHAM, 
Right Guard, Georgia. 
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Auburn Team Reaches At- 
lanta--Players Confident 
of a Victory. 
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The football season of 1902 In the south- 
east will close at Piedmont park this af- 
ternoon in a brillant contest between 
Georgia and Auburn, the most inveterate 
rivals in the southern states. : 

The whole athletic interest of Georgia 
and Alabama will be centered in this 
contest, which is preeminently the fore- 
most athletic event of the year in this 
section. 

As an exhibition of football the game 
will be great, as both teams are in prime 
condition and are gead anxious to get a 
lick at each other. Both teams have been 
carefully coached and are thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the game and a hard fought, 
scientific contest is expected. 

The Georgia-Auburn game is always a 
great event, as the long standing rivalry 
of the two colleges has given it a prom- 
inence not enjoyed by any other game 
played in the south. The game today is 
expected to be the greatest ever played 
between the two teams, for never before 
have they been so evenly matched. 

Thanksgiving day ten years ago Georgia 
and Auburn met in thelr first game in 
Atlanta. With the exception of two years 
when games were prevented, the game 
has been repeated every year, and each 
year with increasing interest. 

Record of Past Years. 

Eight games have been played in all. 
Twice Georgia has won, four times vic- 
tory has gone to the sturdy Alabamans, 
and twice the two teams have played each 
other to a standstill.

Georgia has not won since 1896, and the 
Crackers have been working with a de- 
termination, almost heroic in its nature, 
to turn the tables on the Auburn Pirates.

Auburn had been touted as an easy 
winner and even Georgia's strongest ad- 
mirers thought that the Crackers would 
lose by a score of 20 to 0. The surprise 
that ensued when the game resulted ina 
tie with neither team scoring has hardly 
subsided, though a year has -passed since 
the event. 


Advantage with Auburn. 


This year there has been no such diver- 
gency in the trork of the two teams as 
there was last. year. By @ comparison of 
scores Auburn has something of an ad- 
vantage and the Pirates also outweigh 
the Crackers a small amount, but the ex- 
perts who have watched the work of the 
two teams say that these things will 
mean nothing in the game, and that the 
result will only be known when the whis- 
tle has blown for the last time.

United States Enters Complaint

It Is Believed That Concha Has Some

SOME RECENT DECISIONS. 


ANT. 

A landlord leased certain premises to a 
tenant to be used as a boarding house, 
at a monthly rental of $220, payabie §.v0 
in eash and beard’ and room to be fur- 
nished the landiorg to the extent of $2 
per month. Differences and disputes 
arose between them, culminating in one 
instance in a personal, physical combat 
between them. Contrary to tne agree- 
ment in the lease, and as a result of the 
quarrels, the tenant threatened to eject 
the landlord from the room occupied by 
her in the house and to refuse to furnish 
her any more board. To prevent ‘the 
carrying out of this threat the landiord 
invoked the aid of the court by an ap- 
plication for an injunction, and it was 
held that a court of equity cannot, by 
its writ of injunction, compe] the per- 
formance of personal services, such 4&8 
providing nutriment from day to day, 
and at appropriate, seasonable and rea- 
sonable times of the day; parties thus 
situated must be left to their remedy in 
an action at law for damages fOm a 
breach of the contract. (Hayden -v. Kel- 
ly, superior court, Cook county, Illinois.) 


ADOPTION OF GRANDCHILD—PROP- 
ERTY RIGHTS. 

In 188 a grandfather, by petition to 
court in the regular manner, adopted his 
grandchild as his child, being one of the 
children of a deceased daughter, who 
subsequently died. In 1901 the grand- 
father died intestate, leaving to survive 
him a widow and two daughters remain- 
ing. The adopted child claimed to share 
in the estate of her adopted father in the 
dual capacity. of child and grandchild. 
Held, that there was nothing in the stat- 
utes of the state (Pennsylvania) to pre- 
vent her so claiming, and that she was 
entitled to take as an adopted child one- 
fourth of the estate, and one-eighth of 
the estate as a grandchild. (Estate of 
William H. Reel, orphans’ Alle- 
gheny county, Pennsylvania.) 

FORBIGN LAW IN DOMESTIC CON- 
TRACTS. 

Though contracts are made every day 
between citizens or subjects of different 
states, and questions under them are 
constantly arising, the law that ig to 
govern the determination of their valid- 
ity is not yet well settied; in fact, the 
decisions are hoplelessly at variance. In 
recent years there have been frequent 
intimations in the cases that the law 
which should govern is the law that the 
parties intended. In the latest case in- 
volving the question, reported by the 
Harvard Law: Review, an English court 
has squarely affirmed this view. , The 
plaintif?, who lived in the island of Jer- 
sey.. made there a contract of insurance 
with the resident agent of the Sun Fire 
office, of London. The contract contained 
a stipulation for arbitration in accord- 
ance with the BEinglish arbitration act. 
Agreements for arbitration are invalid 
by the law of Jersey. It was held that 
the English law was the law intended 
by the parties, and that it therefore gov- 
erned the validity of tha contract. 


CRIMINAL LA W—IMPROPER RE- 
MARKS OF COUNSEL. 

In summing up before a jury on a 
prosecution for illegal sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors, counsel for the state re- 
marke that this moonshine business 
must be broken up. ‘“Clayton’s murder 
was caused by it.’’

INCREASE IN FREIGHT RATES.

Washington, November 26.—The Michi- 
gan Central today filed with the inter- 
state commerce commission a new freight 
tariff schedule between New York and 
Chicago, making an increase of 5 cents in 
the export raite on provisions and of 5 
cents for dressed meats, both of domestic 
and export.

_ BY ROOSEVELT 


President Sends a Message 
and Gitts to the Samoan 
Leaders. 


Washington, November 26—In conse-

Director Roberts Discusses 
Work of the Mints in 
Annual Report. 


Washington, November 2%.—George E. 
Roberts, the director of the mint, in his 
annual report, says that the coinage 
mints at Philadelphia, New Orleans and 
San Francisco were in operation 
throughout the fiscal year. In number 
of pieces the coinage of the year has 
never been exceeded, aggregating 191,419,- 
506, but in value it has fallen from $136,- 
340,781 in 1902 to $94,526,678, this being due 
to the greater demand for the small de- 
nominations. The coinage of silver dol- 
lars amounted to $19,402,900, subsidiary 
silver coins to $10,713,569, and minor coins 
to $2,429,736. The gross expenditures on 
account of the mint service, including 
loss by wastage in operating upon the 
metals, was $1,910,503. The earnings from 
all charges and incidental gains, exclu- 
sive of seigniorage, aggregated $357,586. 
The saigniorage realized in the manu- 
facture of 1 and 5 cent pieces amounted 
to $1,919,370, and the total seigniorage 
accruing on the silver, nickel and bronze 
coins made in the year was $11,013,856, 
which was turned into the general fund 
of the treasury. 

The director says that the increased 
capacity of the mines at Philadelphia and 
San Francisco and the prospective open- 
ing of the new mint at Denvér will give 
the country a much greater coinage ca- 
pacity than it has had heret>ofore, while 
on the other hand the pressure on the 
mints is about to relax instead of in- 
crease. The coinage of 1,500,000 silver 
dollars per month, now required by law, 
will come to an end soon by the exhaus- 
tion of the stock of bullion. This re- 
quirement now calis for the entire ca- 
pacity of the New Qrleans mint. When 
the dollar coinage ceases that mint will 
be idle unless work is diminished at 
Philadelphia and San Francisco to give 
it employment. When the Denver mint 
is opened the bullion output of Colorado 
and possibly of other mining districts 
of the west now going to Philadelphia 
will be cut off from the latter institution, 
and the report says it is not advisable to 
reduce still further its operations in order 
to supply work for New Orleans. It 
accordingly is recommended that coin- 
age operations be discontinued at the 
latter institution at the close .of the 
current fiscal year and that it be con- 
ducted hereafter as an assay office. 

If coinage operations are now discdn- 
tinued at New Orleans, so much of the 
machinery there as is in good condition 
and of approved design vtan be trans- 
ferred to the new Denver mint and the 
estimates for equipment there  corre- 
spondingly reduced. 

Attention ts called to the fact that the 
gold coinage of the country is now en- 
tering almost entirely into storage and 
that the coinage of the entire annaul 
deposits is unnecessary. The treasury 
holds about. $500,000,000 of coined gold, 
which, the report says, doubtless @ more 
than will be called for in a severan 
to come. Practically all of the c nt 
coinage Is being deposited in the treagury 
for certificates. When gold is requfred 
for export it is wanted in bars, Whit 
for domestic circulation the public pre- 
fers the treasury certificates, which, with 
some modification of the statutes, might 
as well be issued against bars.

This will 
be done by amendment of the bill, which 
authorizes a vote on an $800,000 bond is- 
gue for the improvement of the water 
works system and the extension of the 
city sewerage. 

This bill has already passed both the 
house and senate and is now in the hands 
of Governor Terrell for his signature. 
The governor stated last night that, 
owing to the action of the board of edu- 
eation, he would delay action on the 
measure in order to give the senate a 
chance to recall it and affix the desired 
amendment. The bill can be recalled by 
unanimous consent of the senate, and 
this will no doubt be done within the 
next few days. 

The board of education was unanimous 
in its request for the bond issue. The 
smatter was introduced by President Hoke 
Sthith, who called attention to the abso- 
lute necessity of adopting some remedy 
to extend the school system for the ac- 
commodation of the increased school 
population. The schools are now over- 
crowded and the members of the board 
realized that the question of increased 
school facilities must be given immediate 
attention, that the situation must be re- 
lieved, if possible, before the opening of 
the next term in September. 

Bond Issue Only Solution. 

The board believes that if the legisla- 
ture provides for a vote on the proposed 
‘bond issue that there will be little or no 
trouble in carrying it before the people. 
It is stated that a bond issue is the only 
means by which the school system can 
be improved, as the yearly appropriation 
made by council for the public schools 
is not sufficient to conduct the present 
schools and leave a surplus for the needed 
improvements.

Prominent Business Man Succumbs to 
Heart Disease.

Funeral Services Will Be Held This

Stewart Woodson, one of the most 
prominent business men and influential 
citizens of Atlanta, and member of the 
firm of Langston & Woodson, died yes- 
terday morning at 7:30 o’clock at the 
Elkin-Cooper sanitarium, where he had 
been a patient for the past six weeks, 

The death of Mr. Woodson was due to 
heart trouble. He had been complaining 
for about eight months, but until he was 
taken to the sanitarium he was able to 
times to attend to his business duties. 
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STEWART F. WOODSON, 
One of Atlanta’s Leading Citizens, 
} oh at Death Occurred TYester- 
day. 
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Two weeks ago his condition became 
critical, and since that time practically 
no hope had been entertained for his re- 
covery. He was unconscious at periods. 
Yesterday morning about 7 o'clock an 
unexpected change far the worse came 
and the patient sank rapidly, dying half 
an hour later. 

Mr. Woodson was universally popular 
in Atlanta and well liked by all who 
knew him. The news of his death will 
be received with regret by hundreds of 
warm personal friends, who extend their 
deepest sympathy to the bereaved rela- 
tives. The deceased was unmarried and 
is survived by two brothers, William D. 
Woodson and J. Porter Woodson, and an 
aunt, Mrs. Fred C. Foster, of Madison. 


Active Business Man. 

Mr. Woodson was active and enterpris- 
ing both as a business man and 
citizen, and always évinced a 
hearty interest in all public mat- 
ters pertaining to the upbuild- 
ing of the .city, although he never en- 
tered politics. His thtift and energetic 
traits won for him substantial success in 
the business world and elevated him to 
high standing throughout the community. 

As a recognition of his merit and use- 
tulness, Mr. Woodson was honored with 
the presidency of the chamber of cor- 
merce for two consecutive terms, which 
office he filled with credit. He held the 
position of director of the Votton States 
and International exposition, held in this 
city In 189, and was also secretary of the 
Piedmont Driving Club, holding that of- 
fice at the time the present club building 
was erected. Mr. Woodson was a mem- 
ber of the charter revision committee of 
forty-nine at the time of his death. 

The deceased was 43.years of age and a 
native of Thomaston, Ga., being born 
there in 1859. He came to Atlanta when 
he was 15 or 16 years of age and began 
business with the firm of Langston & 
Crane. Major Benjamin E. Crane died in 
i885, after which Mr. Woodson became a 
member of the firm. His father. William 
D. Woodson, Sr., died before Mr. Wood- 
son came to Atlanta, and his mother, Mrs. 
Martha Floyd «Woodson, died last April 
a year ago.

Rumors 
were rife recently that a large Amierican 
syndicate was unloading silver and that 
this was the cause of the decline, but 
these find no credence among the larger 
Anglo-American firms. 

New Low Record. 

New York, November %.—Tocay's fur- 
ther declines in the price of silver fixed 
a new low record in the history of the 
world. It was much commented upon 
in banking circles, causing cor.sl.ierable 
and mer- 
chants of this city doing business with 
China and other points in the Far East. 
To bankers, however, the most signifi- 
eant news of the day was the cable ad- 
yices to the effect that the Slamese gov- 
emment had instructed the mint to cease 
immediately the free coinage of silver. 
Coincident also with this development 
was the decline today of silver at Bom- 
bay to a level several points below Lon- 
don.

Victoria, B. C., November 26.—The 
steamer Olympia, which arrived today 
from the Orient, reports that the Siberian 
convicts at Alexandrovsk have gone on 
strike, refusing all nourishment until they 
are trore humanely treated. A Shanghai 
paper, The Free Press, gives some horri- 
ble details of the treatment of these un- 
fortunates, who are mostly educated men, 
sentenced for political offenses. The pa- 
per says, on the authority of a recent 
arrival from Siberia, that they ure load- 
ed with chains, herded in dark, unsan- 
itary cells and not taken out into the 
ofen for weeks at a time, 

Infectious diseases have broken out 
among them, but the sick haVe not been 
removed, being left to suffer in the over- 
crowded prison. The result is that cthers 
have been contaminated. Even the corpses 
of those who succumbed are ieft to rot 
among the living. The wardens treat all 
convicts, healthy and sick, alike with in- 
credible brutality. The convicts carried 
out the strike resolutely, no sufferings in- 
duced them to accept food. The condition 
of convicts in the settlement of Kckts- 
chetavsk is still worse. Desperate revolts 
there have been quelied only after much 
bloodshed.

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The Problem of Wealth. 

The late Alexander H. Stephens, of 
this state, firmly believed and freely 
siated that under our modern system 
of special privileges and government 
bounties “the rich are growing richer 
and the poor are growing poorer.” 

The subject is one which resolves 
jiself into aggregates and therefore 
we can never know the exact ratios of 
increase and decline. 

The bank deposits of the nation 
have doubled within ten years and are 
now $8,535,053,136 or about $108. per 
capita for the entire population of the 
ccuntry. But when we come to the 
savings deposits, which represent the 
surpluses of the average people, we 
find them only $2,597,094,580, which 
is an increase over the figures of ten 
years ago of 50 per centum. 

Now if we deduct the vast majority 
of the people who have no bank ac- 
counts, who save nothing—the major- 
ity millions who have been aptly de- 
scribed as living “only a week away 
from starvation,” we begin.to get an 
idea of how the tremendous wealth 
and prosperity processes of the nation 
are being centralized. 

The facts are only as interesting as 
they are inevitable. They result from 
the contradicting vibrations of the en- 
ergies' of civilization, heaping things 
at one point and leaving bare another. 
The vital question after all is not the 
equal distribution of wealth by the 
changes of it in the course of circula- 
tion. Currency locked up in the treas- 
ury is not currency—it is only stored 
coin or paper. Put into the channels 
of trade and public service it becomes 
currency and circulates to the blessing 
of millions daily. So that after all the 
problem of civilization as between the 
rich and the poor is the problem of 
keeping wealth actively at work in 
the fields of production, labor and lux- 
ury.

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The Forthcoming Message. 

The president’s message is to be a 
lengthy document. Notwithstanding 
his instructions to heads of depart: 
raents to “boil down” their reports to 
‘he narrowest possible limits, he as- 
serts his own prerogative to add to the 
opulence of. official literature. Conse- 
quently we are advertised in advance 
to make room in the newspapers for 4 
presidential essay that in England, 
perhaps, would be issued by a pub- 
usher in the two-volume series. 

To this extent, at least, it may prove 
to have been a misfortune to the coun- 
try that that famous boil developed 
on the presidential leg at Indianapolis. 
Had he been permitted to escape that 
case of traumatism and gone on with 
tis campaign he would have unloaded 
a large measure of his views upon pub- 
lic questions and the message might 
thus have escaped the burden of be- 
coming a mosaic of his camapign dia- 
grams and epigrams. But now there 
is nO escape from the situation thus 
created and the country may as well 
prepare to reccive and read in meek- 
ress the voluminous document, or else 
aetermine to ignore it altogether. 

Really, one scarcely knows, from a 
cursory look out over the field, what 
the president can have in mind to say 
tiat will consume so considerable 
words and time. From the purely re- 
rublican point of view it ought to be 
possible to sum up the situation in 
the phrase “all’s well that ends well” 
for us and top it off with Senator Han- 
na’s remark that “we stand pat!” 

Doubtless, as intimated, President 
Roosevelt will say something about 
the tariff, but already that is discount- 
ed by the known fact that he will not 
advise any general revision of the 
echedules. He will insist that a happy 
way out of present political trouble 
over that matter is the appointment of 
9 tariff commission. They will stand 
as gap-boys to head off intruders upon 
the sacred privileges ‘of the protected 
classes and yet make the people be- 
lieve there is something doing for 
their relief. And as for the trusts, he 
considers they are wholly affairs apart 
from the tariff and must be dealt with

The Metamorphosis of the South. 

The manufacturing industries of the 
south have grown so rapidly and yet 
with so little of spectacular incident 
that we presume nine men of ten -n 
the south today stiil believe that the 
greatest interest of the southern states 
is bound up in agricultural pursuits and 
products. 

Our statesmen, newspapers and 
Fourth of July orators still refer to 
the south as a region in which agri- 
culture is the paramount vocation aun‘ 
eyen our economic and political poll- 
cies are predicated upon that notion. 

Yet the figures reported by the cen- 
sus returns show that while in’ 1880 the 
agricultural products of the south ex- 
ceeded in value that of its manufac- 
tures by $200,000,000 the balance has 
been turned to the other account dur- 
ing the twenty years just past, so that 
in 1900 the value of southern manufac- 
tured products exceeded the value of 
our agricultural products by $190,000,- 
000! 

That fact indicates an average an- 
nual gain of $20,000,000 over the re- 
sults of agricultural endeavor. Some 
years, of course, our staple cotton crop 
brought more or less than the average, 
but twenty years is a fair test and the 
proof is now before us that the south 
is more a manufacturing section than 
an agricultural one. 

In the course of time the disparity 
will grow. If manufacturers have 
gained on agriculture in twenty years 
an amount equal to the total average 
value of the annual cotton crop, what 
will they not do in the next twenty 
years unde= the growing impulse that 
is starting new factories in the south 
every day? 

It must be remembered, too, that 
the number of people in the south en- 
gaged in agriculture in 1900 was 36 per- 
centum more than were so engaged in 
1880. 

These are most significent figures 
and it will take the wisest sort of 
Statesman to figure out their effects 
upon the industrial, economic and po- 
litical policies of the southern people 
within the next two decades.

We would gll attend 
church service in thé morning and every 
one over twelve years of age was re- 
quired to fast that day. There was no 
thought of turkey and cranberries and the 
lavish outlay of edibles that the recur- 
rence of the Gay spreads before us now. 

What I would like to know is which 
is the correct observance and by what 
process of reasoning has a different sig- 
nificance been given to the day from 
that which it enjoyed several years ago. 
I would be glad to hear from some of 
the old-timers who have kept up with 
the development of the day.

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Steed’s Measure Provides for Ultimately Giving Con- 
victs Other Employments-Members of the House 
May Be Arrested--Mr. Hall’s Jury Bill. 


UNANIMOUSLY favorable report was 

miade to the house yesterday on the 
bill by Mr. Steed, of Taylor, relative to 
the convict ‘system of the state by the 
penitentisry committee. he dill was or- 
dered printed for the benefit of the mem- 
bers and will be fixed as a special order 
for an early date. 

This bill is one of the most important 
measures to be passed on at this session. 
The report of the penitentiary commit- 
tee on Mr. Steed’s bill is the result of 
its consideration of a half dozen bilis on 
the subject of the state cgnvicts which 
were referred to it. The measure appears 
to meet the most genéral approbation, 
both in the house and in the senate. 

Mr. Steel's bill provides that the labor 
of the felony convicts shall be leased for 
another period of five years in the same 
manner as under the present penitentiary 
act. This act prescribes the conditions 
under which the convicts shall be leased. 
and that they shall be so employed as to 
come least in competiticn with free la- 
bor. It is also provided that the state 
shall retatn entire control and manage- 
ment of the convicts, as at present. 

But the most interesting feature of 
the new bill fs the financial plan it in- 
volves and the provisicn it makes for 
the future. There is no doubt that t@e 
state will get almost twice as much for 
the labor of the convicts another five 
years as at present, for they are now be- 
ing sublet at double the amount the state 
receives. This will give the state a net 
profit of fully $200,000, if not $250,000. Out 
of this amount it is provided by Mr. 
Steed’s bill that $100,000 shall go to the 
common schools of the state, this being 
about $15,000 more than the schools are 
getting from this source at present. Then 
it is provided that the remaining $100,- 
000, or whatever it may be, shall be kept 


in the treasury as a prison fund which ' ‘ 
| this law and the right of granting a non- 


in the course of five years will amount to 
300,000 or more. At the end of the 
five-year yeriod this fund is to be used 
to purchase farms, building camps, and 
making general! provisions for furnishing 
suci other employment for the convicts 
as the general assembly may see fit to 
provide. : 

“it is practically impossible for the 
state to put the convicts right on the pub- 
Me roads, without making proper finan- 
cial provision for ft,” Mr. Steed said, in 
dissussing the measure. “It would in- 
volve an immediate expenditure of a half 
million dollars or more to do this, and the 
State simply hasn't got the money to do 
it. My bill provides a plan by wohiecn 
necessary funds may be secured to put 
the convicts on the public roads or at any 
other work the legislature may see fit 
to provide. It is all very well to talk 
about putting the convicts on the public 
roads; it’s an interesting Utopian idea, 
but let us wait until we are able to do 
it. In five Years more we will have the 
money and can then make any plans we 
see fit toward the desired end.” 

This bill will probably te taken up as a 
special order some time next week. Sen- 
ator Lee has a similar measure before 
the senate, the only difference being that 
his bill gives the common schools only 
$85,000 from the hire of convicts, as 
present. It is probable that a law like 
this, possibly without ony material 
changes teing made, will be passed by 
house and senate at this session, 80 as 
prison commission full time 
to secure bids and make a new lease dat- 


ing from April 1, 1904.

NLBESS there is a better attendance

sé HERD’S no reason why we should 
a i keep the old soldiers and widows out 
of their money for six to nine months 
simply for the financial convenience of 
the state,” remarked a prominent meém- 
ber of the pensions committee of the 
house yesterday in explaining the com- 
mittee’s adverse vote on the bill by Mr. 
Davis, of Meriwether, waich pfovides for 
the payment of pensions, quarterly. , 
The pensions committee met yesterday 
immediately after the house adjourned 
for the purpose of taking up this bill. 
Mr. Davis appeared before the commit- 
tee and stated He had introduced the Dill 
with the object of lessening the work 
on tne pension department, and rg of 
ee oney in the treasury at a time 
weet ft is caaet needed. Under quarter- 
ly payment of pensions, Mr. Davis said, 
there would be over $400,000 more in the 
treasury during July, August and Sep- 
tember, and more than $200,000 in October, 
November and Decem The bill also 
provided that the ordinaries of the state 
should be constituted the disbursing 
agents for the pension fund, and that 
lists of pensioners should be regularly 
furnisaed to the grand juries for their 
inspection, 

The feature of the bill which would 


keep the state’s pensioners out of their 
money for many months for the finan- 
cial convenience of the state did not ap- 
peal to the committee. They all thought 
the state could better afford to wait 
tnan could the old soldiers and widows, 
and for that reason they did not hesitate 
to report the bil} adversely. An effort 
may be Made, however, to secure comu- 
sideration of the measure in the nouse. 


Right of Trial by Jury. 
TH general judiciary committee of 
the house reported favorably yester- 
day by viva voce vote the bill by Mr. 
Hall, of Bibb, the title of which is “To 
repeal section 5331 of the code and restore 
the right of trial by jury,” after a full 
and interesting discussion. The bill seeks 
to repeal that section of the code which 
gives judges the right, where there is no 
conflict in the evidence, and the evidence 
demands a particular verdict, to direct 

the jury to bring in such verdict. 

This plan of procedure originated with 
the federal courts, Mr. Hall declared, 
and in direct violation of the constitu- 
tion of the United States. From that 
origin, he said, it had crept into the Geor- 
gia code as the result of a decision of 
the supreme court of Georgia. It never 
was a iaw In Georgia, Mr. Hall said, that 
a judge could direct a verdict, and the 
codiflers had no right to put it into the 
code of 18%. The only action the legisia- 
ture had ever taken on it was to adopt 
the code, and the code was never read 
in the house and senate as the constitu- 
tion requires. Mr. Hall went into the 
history of trial by jury and cited in- 
Stances to show the danger of giving 
a judge power to say whether or not 
the evidence was sufficient and to direct 
a verdict. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, chairman of the 
committee, took the floor to oppose the 
bill. He considered that the present law 
was in the interest of wisdom, equity and 
justice. No instances had ever been 
shown of the abuse of this law, he said. 
Mr. Slaton said there was very little 
difference between the power given in 


suit. 

Judge John W. Akin, of Bartow, spoke 
earnestly in favor of the bill. There had, 
perhaps, been no real necessity for the 
repeal of this section of the code up to 
the present time, but there was no tell- 
ing how soon the time would come that 
would demonstrate the pressing necessity 
for it. The power given was too great, 
he said, and sooner or later there was 
likely to be an abuse of it. The qties- 
tion as to whether the evidence was suf- 
ficient or not should be determined by 
the jury and by the jury alone. 

During his argument Judge Akin de- 
clared there was no supreme court and 
scarcely any federal court that exercises 
such great power over the verdicts of 
juries ag does the supreme court of Geor- 
gia. 

A viva voce vote was taken and it 
was overwhelmingly in favor of the bill, 
there being only two adverse votes. 

A companion bill by Mr. Hall prohibit- 
ing a judge from directing a verdict or 
expressing an opinion on a case being 
tried before him, and making a viola- 
tion a ground for new trial, was also 
reported favorably. 


Summer Sessions. 
iC bills passed by the senate provid- 
ing for summer sessions of the legis- 
Jature and providing that the state elec- 


tion date shal] be changed from the first 


Wednesday in October to the first Tues- 
day after the first Monday in November, 
the same date as the national élection, 
were the special orders before the general 
judiciary committe of the Mouse yester- 
day, but consfferation of them was post- 
poned on account of the fact that there 
was a number of important house bills 
that had not been passed on by the com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Hall was anxious to have certain 
of his bills considered, there being little 
time left, and his request was granted. 
The consideration of the summer sessions 
bill and the election date bill was put off 
to the next meeting, which will be to- 
morrow afternoon. 


Statues of Georgians. 
R. HARDEN, of Chatham, introduced 
a resolution in the house yesterday 
looking to carrying out the recommenda- 
tions of the statuary hall commission, to 
the effect that statues of Dr. Crawford 
W. Long and Hédn. Alexander H. Ste- 
phens be erected in statuary hall in the 
national capitol at Washington. 

The resolution is the result of a sug- 
gestion of Judge George Hillyer, chair- 
man of the committee appointed by the 
commission, as the best method of getting 
at the matter. It gives the governor au- 
thority to contract for statues of Dr. 
Long and Mr. Stephens, to be placed in 
statuary hall, as soon as $1,500 raised by 
the Georgia Medical Society toward the 
statue of Dr. Long is paid into the etate 
treasury for that purpose. It is provided 
that the title to these statues shall re- 
main in the state, so that they can in no 
sense be considered a gift or donation, 
which is prohibited by the constitution, 
and that the total cost of the two statues 
shall not be more than $15,000.

GOES TO COURT 


Indian Objects to a Bloody 
Story Printed in Eastern 
Paper, 


St. Louis, November #—The case of 
Wiillam R. Draper, a newspaper corre- 
spondent of this city, who was arrested 
yesterday on a warrant charging him 
with being a fugitive from justice, came 
up for hearing today in a court of crimi- 
nal] correction and by mutual consent was 
postponed until December 16. 

Draper’s offense was the authorship of 
an alleged libelous article concerning an 
Indian by the name of White . Buffalo, 
of Oklahoma, and published in The Phil- 
adelphia North American last July. The 
article was written from Wichita, Kans., 
but no proceedings have been instituted 
there, it is said. 

The article in question stated that 
White Buffalo had been sent to the 
government school for Indians at Car- 
lisie, Pa., where he was educated. That 
he had returned to his tribe imbued with 
a deep hatred for the white race; that 
he first met May Andrews and after 
courting her for a while, bound her to a 
pony and when found she was dead; 
that he then met Annie Dennis, and af- 
ter a short courtship, her thraat was cut; 
that White Buffalo then met Maude El- 
lis and in a short time she was found 
with a knife in her heart. 

The article stated that White Buffalo 
was under arrest and in jail, charged with 
the murders. 


To Extend City Limits. 

5 Bem committee on corporations of the 

house held a meeting at the capitol 
yesterday afternoon and made a fayor- 
able report on the bill by Mr. Knowles, 
of Floyd, to amend the charter of the 
city of Rome so as to extend the corpor- 
ate limits to take in a district adjacent 
to the city.

Respited To Give Testimony.

been respited for sixteen days that he 
may give his testimony before the court 
in Walker’s tal Governor Terrell sign- 
ed the respite order late yesterday after- 
noon and the sheriff of Thomas county 
was notified that, unless contrary orders 
aré issued subsequently, he will go ahead 
with the execution not earlier than De- 
cember 12. The prison commission, upon 
the statement of Judge A. H. Hansell, 
presiding officer of the Thomas county 
superior court, that Tyus’ evidence was 
very material in the Walker trial, which 
cannot be held before the date originally 
fixed for the execution of the man con- 
demned to the gallows, recommended that 
a respite be granted, and an order to that 
effect was accordingly taken. 


Argument Was Concluded. 

RGUMENT in the contested election 
Pisese of John N. King against R. V. 
Bowen for a seat in the house from Wil- 
cox county, was concluded late yesterday 
afternoon before the ‘committee on privi- 
leges and elections of the house. The 
members of the committee will hold an- 
other meeting on Monday to further con- 
sider the case and reach some decision, 
Both sides were heard yesterday, Mr. 
King being represented by E. D. Graham 
and D. B. Nicholson, while Eldredge 
Cutts and Hal Lawson appeared for Mr. 
Bowen.

Bowen ran and was elected. Allegationg 
of election frauds in the Abbeville and 
Rochelle districts wére made, and -Mr.

J@dge Roan received through Clerk Ar- 
nold Broyles yesterday the remittur from 
the supreme court affirming the judge- 
ment of the lower court, and he ordered 
Lee brought before him. 

When Lee entered the court room it 
was noticed that he had the same hag- 
gard appearance ase when he was last 
seen in the presence of the judge. 

When Judge Roan asked him if he had 
anything to say he replied he did not. 
Judge Roan then told him how it pained 
him to be placed in his present position, 
as he said he wag called upon to sentence 
a man among whose relatives he num- 
bered many friends. tt 

Lee told the judge that hée was ready to 
die since he had made matters right be- 
tween himself and his God. He said it 
was better for him to die. 

The following is the decision which was 
rendered by the supreme court: 

“Millard Lee vs. The State—This case 
coming before this court upon a writ of 
error from: the guperior court of Fulton 
county; and, after argument had, it is 
considered and adjudged that the judg: 
ment of the court below be affirmed. Al 
the justices concurring except Lumpkin, 
rv. J., absent on account of sickness, and 
Candler, J., not presiding.”’ 


Judge Roan adjourned this term of the 
criminal court yesterday, after being in 
session for thirteen days. During this 
time ninety cases were disposed of by the 
court, and of this number Solicitor Char- 
levy D. Hill and Assistant Solicitor John 
Monaghan succeeded in convicting eighty- 
seven. Two _mistrials resulted, and one 
of the prisoners was acquitted. 

This has been one of the busiest ses- 
sions in the history of the criminal su- 
perior court in Atlanta. Judge Roan has 
proved himself to be a judge of unusual 
ability, and possessing the power to dis- 
patch business with thoroughness. 

During this time of the session Judge 
Roan had added many new ones to his 
already long list of friends among the 
members of the Atlanta bar, and at the 
close of the session yesterday he ex- 
pressed pleasure at having presided over 
the court, and thanked the bar for the 
many courtesies shown him.

BRITISHERS AT WHITE HOUSE. 


President Receives Members of the 
Labor Commission. 
Washington, November 26.—President 
Roosevelt received today the members of 
the British labor commission, who are 
making a tour of the United States as 
the guests of Alfred Mosely, the British 
philanthropist. After greeting the mem- 
bers of the party the president said: 


‘I am delighted to have the pleasure of 
meeting you gentiemen and Mr, Marks. 
I have had communication with Mr. 
Marks on more than one occasion, lead- 
ing up to the coal strike. More and 
more as our modern industrial progress 
oes on there is a tendency to work in 
federation or combination, both among 
employers and among employees, in cor- 
porations and in unions; and, of course, 
gentlemen, among the reasons why I take 
a very great interest in these combina- 
tions ts the very fact that by their power 
they have such great possibilities for 
good, which necessarily implies that they 
also great possibilities for evil. 
Whether you wish them or not, it is 
idle, in my opinion, to protest against 
the inevitable tendency of the times to- 
ward both corporations and union. It is 
worse than folly to take exceptions of 
either corporation or union as such. The 
line should be drawn on conduct.’’ 

Mr. Marks, whom the president ad- 
dressed in his remarks, is the president 
of the National Association of Clothiers, 
with headquarters in New York. He is 
traveling with the party. He is one of 
those with whom the president consulted 
during the coal strike negotiations, which 
resulted in the appointment of the arbi- 
tration commission.

BODY ENVELOPED 
N MOLTEN METAL 


Thomas J, Edwards Burned To 
Death at Birmingham 


Two Men Are Painfully and Others 
Slightly Injured—The Furnace 
Burst Near Base and Hot 
Iron Streamed Upon 
Them—Other News. 


Birmingham, Ala., November 2%.—(Spe- 
cial.}—By the bursting of his furnace 
filled with molten iron this morning, 
Thomas J. Edwards, superintendent and 
general manager of the Williamson Fur- 
nace Company, was killed, and James F. 
McNally, a stoveman, and Allen Mow, a 
foundryman, were severely injured. 

They were standing near the base of 
the furnace when the break occurred and 
the melted metal streamed upon them. 
The others jumped to one side, but Mr. 
BHdwards sprafig the wrong way and was 
engulfed in the horrible stream of liquid 
iron. It is thought that both McNally 
and Mow will recover. Severa)] others 
were only slightly burned. 

After the iron had cooled Mr. Ed- 
wards’ body was dug out and taken to 
his residence in the city. He was a 
brother to Mrs. J. W. McQueen, whose 
husband is the secretary-treasurer of 
the Sloss-Sheffield company, and leaves a 
wife and two children. Hoe was about 
fifty years old and had been for many 
years a furnace man. 

The furnace.is the smallest in this 
district and has been idle for some years 
until a few weeks ago, when it was 
presumably put in thorough repair and 
fired up for business. 

Two strangers who were talking to Mr. 
Edwards at the time of the explosion 
and whose names are unknown, are miss- 
ing, and may be under the debris and fron 
which has since hardened.

WESTERN UNION IS FIGHTING. 


To Restrain Pennsylvania Railroad 


from Removing Poles. 

Pittsburg, November 2%,—The applica- 
tion of the Western Union Telegrapn Com- 
pany for an injunction to restrain the 
‘Pennsylvania railroad from compelling 
the plaintiff company to move its poles 
and wires from the right of way of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, by Trea- 
son of the alleged expiration of contract 
between the companies, came up for ar- 
gument in the United States circuit court 
before Judge Buffington today.

FAVORS JOINT 


ASE OF TRAC 


Important Bill Introduced Joint 
in House and Senate, 


Provides That Tracks of Street Rail- 


way Company May Be Used by 
Another Company Through 
Condemnation Pro- 
ceedings. 


One of the most important bills intro- 


duced in the legislature this session was 
the measure presented simultaneously in 
the senate by Senator Perry, of the thir- 
ty-third district, and 
Mr. Akin, of Bartow, providing 
joint use of the tracks of any street or 
suburban railway company may be se- 
cured by another company of similar 
character by condemnation proceedings, 
provided the municipal or county author- 
ities shall decide that such condemnation 
is necessany in order that the new com- 
pany may properly serve its patrons. 

The bill was drafted by Judge Spencer 
R. Atkinson, chairman of the state rail- 
road commission, who has given the 
subject considerable thought. Judge At- 
kinson stated yesterday that the bill af- 
fords an opportunity for competition in 
its broadest sense and allows municipal 
and county authorities to provide how 
this shall be brought about. He said the 
measure declares against a monopoly of 
streets and thoroughfares And puts the 
control of them in the hands of the mu- 
nicipal and county authorities. 

Judge Atkinson stated the bill was a 
general act. Just what effect it would 
have locally might have to be deter- 
mined by the courts. Senator Perry, in 
speaking of the bill introduced by him- 
self in the upper house, said he regarded 
it in the nature of an encouragement to 
suburban lines to build, and, where coun- 
try roads and city streets were already 
crowded with tracks, it enabled other 
companies to come in and occupy the 
same rails without interfering with ths 
usual and necessary traffic on such thor- 
oughfares. 

The bill by Senator Perny and that by 
Mr. Akin have been referred to appro- 
priate committees of the two houses and 
will doubtless be considered this week 
or early next week. ss 

Provision of Bill. 

The provisions of the measure intro- 
duced by the two gentlemen are as fol- 
lows: 

‘Section 1. 
mon use and occupancy of the tracks and 
of the rights of way of a street or 
suburban railway company which may 
be located upon any public street or 
highway, in any city, town or village, or 
in any county outside the limits of such 
city, town or village, may, in the exer- 
cise of the right of eminent domain, be 
condemned by another street or suburban 
railway company, incorporated under the 
laws of this state, in 
vided by law for 
rights of way by railroad companies, 
whenever the corporate authorities of 
any such city, town or village, if such 
street or highway shall lie within the 
ecrporate limits thereof, or the county 
authorities having control of the public 


roads and highways of such county, if 


such street or highway shall lie without 
the. corporate limits of a city, town or 
village, shajl respectively consent to the 
constructio 
stch strcet or highway by such_ street 
or suburban railway company, and shall 
have decided that such common occu- 
pancy and use is necessary in order to 
enable such street or suburban railway 
company to reach with its line any point 
ir such city. town, village or county, as 
the case may be, and that such common 
use ig necessary in order to leave suf- 
ficient room on such street or highway 
unoccupied by railway tracks to answer 
the requirements of public travel by 
means of other vehicles. 

‘Sec. 2 Be it further enacted, That 


| when the right of such common use and 


occupancy shall have teen condemned a3 
eforesaid and-shall be exercised by such 
railway companies, each of such com- 


panies shall have equal rights on such 


tracks and the expense of the main- 

tenance of such tracks, so used, shall be 

borne by the several railways using the 

same in common pro rata, according to 

the number of cars operated over suca 

line by the respective companies.” 
Judge Adkins Talks. 

Judge Akin, when asked for a state- 
ment regarding his bill, said: 

‘"The bill could be very justly said to be 
a bill to prevent, or at least to discour- 
age, monopoly in such railroads. 

‘The country is growing, and the de- 
velopment of electrical power will soon 
make necessary Many suburban and in- 


teurban railways to give the people rap- 
id transit. As the law now is, these rail- 


ways must stop at the city limits. The 
city streets are now practically all oc- 
cupied and there is not room for otners; 
therefore, if ¢he tracks already there 
cannot be condemned, as my bill pro- 
poses, the suburban railway must stop 


at the city limits. Hence, the passengers 


must ride on two separate systems at 


double rates or walk from the city lim- 


its. 

‘The result is that those street rail- 
ways now occupying city streets will 
continue to have, as they now have, a 
monopoly. 

“T am opposed to monopoly in all forms 
of public service. Tne city of Atlanta, 
the capital and metropolis of the state, 
is now bound hand and foot to the wheels 
of a street railway monopoly, which pays 
tax on a small per cent of its real value. 
Other cities may be now or hereafter in 
a similar condition. This bill, if made a 
law. wil) help te alleviate such condi- 
tions. 

‘This has been in my mind for some 
time, and I ‘faave frequently so, expressed 
myself. A few days ago, Judge Spencer 
R. Atkinson, chairman of the railroad 
commission, referred to my views on this 
subject and asked me if I would irtro- 
duce a bill to this effect. I said I would, 
if he would prepare it. This he did. It 
ought to pass.”

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ERNE KNOCKED OUT BY 


BRITT IN SEVENTH ROUND 


San Francisco, November .2%6.—Frank 
Erne, of Buffalo, lost his hold on the 
world’s white light weight chamption- 
ship in his contest. with Young Jimmy 
Britt, of this city, who knocked out 
Erne in the seventh round at the Me- 
chanics pavilion tonight. The contest 
was the fastest ever witnessed in this 
city. Britt, while not so clever as the 
Buffalo man, was the more aggressive 
and landed the most telling blows. The 
men went at it from the sound of the 
bell in the first round, and for nearly 
seven rounds it was a nip and tuck 
contest between them. Britt proved him- 
self far the cleverer in the clinches, and 
never missed a chance to use his right 
or left to advantage. The eastern 1a4 
showed his superior generalship in many 
tight places and kept -Britt off with 
straight lefts during the early part of the 
battle and later In the contest discovered 
that he oouvld upper-cut the Californian 
successfully. On one or two occasions 
he had the San Francisco man at a dis- 
advantage, .Erne was ‘in a bad plight 
several times. but fought back with su- 
perb zameness and succeeded in keeping 
thé Calffornian off alrnost at critical peri- 
ode. In only one rovnd did Erne have 
a decided advantage, the fifth. Erne. tn 
tyis rognd.. landed a slight left on 
Britt’s jaw and followed it up with 
a terrific.right to. the heart. He continued 
to n'av for the Californian’s heart. and 
at the close had his youthful advorsary 
in an almost grogry condition. In the 
sixth round both men fought furiousty. 
Britt trving to regain the gem he lost 
in the last half of the preceding round 
and Firne endeavoring to secure a decided 
lead over Britt. The latter plaved for the 
Buffaloan’s stomach. and heart, and dur- 
ing the last half minute of the” round 
placed his left on Eyne’s solar plexus 
Britt fovght himself to a standstill, and 
both men went to their corners in a grog- 
gy condition, but the terrific punishment 
administered by Britt was not to be over- 
come by the minute’s rest preceding the 
seventh sound, and when. Erne stepped to 
the center of the ring in what proved to 
be the final round it was seem that he 
was almost gone. Britt was not blind to 
his advantage, and rushed at his man, 
landing three lefts to the body and lefts 
to-The face and head. A left upper cut 
caught Erne in the solar plexus and hq 
went down for a count of seven; but his 
dominant energy asserted itself and he 
gained his feet, only to go down a few 
seconds later by another terrific left to 
the same place. Hoe rolled over and did 
the best he could to regain his feet, but 
could not do so. 

Jim Britt's professional] fighting career 
commenced less than a year ago, but dur- 
ing that time he has successfully fought 
his way to the top. 

Round -1.—Both men advanced quickly 
to the center and sparred cautiously 
They went into a clinch. Britt was first 
to assume the aggressive and sent ieft 
for the head, but Erne neatly blocked 
the blow. Erne sent a right hard to the 
body. Jimmie put in a left and right hard 
to the body and face and escaped a 
counter. Britt jabed Erne with a left to 
the fact and followed with a right to 
body. Frank jabbed Britt with a right 
on ‘he face, but the blows lacked force. 
Britt drove his left to the face and fol- 
lowed with a hard left swing over the 
heart. Britt appeared.to have the ad- 
vantage of the first round and Eyne went 
to his corner looking serious. | 

Round 2—Britt led for the head, but was 
short. He sent in his left twice to the 


body and right to the head. Britt missed 
a left and right for the body. He drove 
in a vicious left and right to the jaw. 
Erne tried hafd for the body but missed. 
Britt sent im herd straight right to the 
face and followed it with a left te -the 
body. In a mix Erne put his left hard to 
Jim's head Britt sailed in with. two 
rights to the head and an upper cut to the 
jaw. The bell sounded with the men 
fight:ng hard. Britt had the better of this 
‘round. 

Round 3Britt tried right swing for 
head, but Erne ducked neatly. Erne also 
blocked a left for the jaw. Erne put in 
hi deft lightly to the jaw, but Britt 
scored heavily with a left to the body 
in return. Erne put straight jabs to the 
face. Jimmie swung viciously with right 
and left for the body, but Erne kept out 
of range. Britt swung fiercely with 
right and got it to the head. He imme- 
diately sent a vicious left to the body and 
they clinched. Britt fought fast and did 
most of the leading. He tried left and 
right for the jaw, but Erne again 
blocked, Jimmie tried a hard right for 
the head, but the Buffalo boy ducked. 

Round 4—Erne tried with right and left 
for the face, but was short. He stabbed 
Britt lightly with a right and left to the 
face. Erne elbowed Britt hard in the 
face with left and drove his right hard 
on the Californian’s jaw. ‘Britt placed 
his left hard to the body and they 
clinched. Britt jabbed Erne onthe 
mouth with left and followed it with a 
right swing to the head. Erne put his 
left to Jimmy’s -face.. Britt-sent in a 
Straight right to the ear and got away 
without a return. He then put a right to 
the body and tried again for the same 
place, but Erne blocked it this time. Hon- 
ors were even in this round. 

Round 5—Britt led with left for face 
and Erne tried with left for body, but 
the blows were blocked. Erne put his 
right to the face and Jimmie came back 
with a good left to the head. In a mix- 
up Jimmie put right and left to the face. 
Britt sent his left hard to the breast and 
followed it with left to kidneys. Erne 
put in a vicious right upper cut to the 
jaw which dazed Britt just a trifle. Erne 
jabbed Britt with left and then put in a 
wicked right straight to the jaw just as 
the gong sounded. Erne had the better 
of the round. 

Round 6~Erne rushed in but his blows 
were blocked. He succeeded, however, 
in putting in several left and right jabs 
to the face. Erne drove in a hard right 
to the jaw. Jim got mad and fought 
like a demon, putting his right hard Jo 
the face and left to the body. Britt 
landed strongly left on face and in a fierce 
mix-up he put right and left to the face. 
In another mix-up Jim put in a hard 
right to the face and followed it with a 
left to the jaw. Erne looked groggy. but 
fought back gamely. Britt went at his 
man like a wild beast, putting right and 
left to the jaw. They fought hard till 
the sound of the bell with Erne fighting 
gamely. Britt’s blows seemed to have 
the most steam but both men were weak. 

Round 7—Britt came up looking deter- 
mined and appeared stranger. He drove 
-Erne backwards with left to the body 
end tolfowed it up with right and left 
swings to the jaw. Erne fought back 
gamely but it looked as if he was going 
to the. ground. Britt floored Erne with 
ieft to the jaw, but the Buffalo boy 
Game up.. Britt upper-cut Erne with 
hard left and again sent him 
to the floor. The knockout bloW was a 
tremendous left-hannd blow on the solar 
Plexus. _ Erne groaned perceptibly upon 
receiving the blow and tottered to the 
floor a beaten man.

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BRUMBY MONUMENT 
FOR STATE CAPITOL 


Bill To Authorize Shaft Being Placed 
on Capitol Grounds Is Introduced. 


BUSY SESSION IN THE SENATE 


Five Bills and One Joint Resolution 
Were Passed, While Several 
New Measures Were Intro- 
duced and Referred to 
Committees. 


In anite of the fact that it was the eve 
of a nationa] holiday and also tfhat many 
of the members were away on commit- 
tee work, the senate had a busy session 
vesterday and disposed of considerable 


Dusiness. 

Five bills—some senate and others of 
the house—and a joint resolution were 
passed, while two new measures were in- 
troduced. Chief among the measures 
adopted was the joint resolution by Sena- 
tor Harrell, of the seventh district, di- 
recting that the assessment on all tax- 
able property of the senate, for each of 
the fiscal years of 192 and 1%. + 
not exceed 5 mills for all purposes. In its 
original form this resolution set the limit 
at 31-2 mills, but it was amended in 
committee so as to read 5 mills, and ia 
this shape was adopted. ' 

To Locate the Shaft. 

Senator Howell, of the thirty-fifth dis- 
trict, introduced an interesting bil] to au- 
thorize the Brumby Memorial Assocla- 
tion to erect a monument at the north- 
west corner of the capitol grounds to 
commemorate the services of Lieutenant 
Thomas M. Brumby, who served So gal- 
lantly with Dewey in the fight of Manila 
bay. Shortly after Lieutenant Brumby 
died the memorial association was form- 
ed and funds were secured. for a monu- 
ment to his memory. The association is 
now preparing to erect this memorial and 
the work will dowbtless be started as soon 
as the grant for a site at the capitol has 
been made by the general assembly. 

About the only discussion that occurred 
in the upper house was over the request 
of Senator Perry that the bill by Senator 
Park, to reduce the hours of labor. in 
cotton and woolen factories from eleven 
to ten hours a day, be re-referred to the 
committee on immigration and labor s0 
that he might have the privilege of being 
present when the measure was cOn- 
sidered. 

He stated the bill had been read for 
the second time on the previous Gay. Mr. 
Park, the author of the measure, said he 
could see no good reason why the bill 
should be sent back to the committee. 
The committee had made a favorable re- 
port on the measure. An effort was made 
to have the measure sent to the general 
judiciary committee and Mr. Park later 
withdrew his objection to the request of 
Senator Perry and the: bill was sent back 
to the”labor committee.

By Senator Harrell of the eighth—-A joint 
reeolution directing that the assessment on all 
texable properties of this state for each of 
the fiscal years of 1902 and 1903 shall not 
excea 5 milis for all purposes. 

By Senator Harrell of the eighth—To add 


the city of Pelham, in Mitcheli county, to the 
list of cities where state depositories may be 
located. 

By Mr. Beauchamp of Butts—To repeal the 
act establishing the county court of Butts 
county. 

By S®nator Hopkins of the seventh—To in- 
corporate the town of Merrillville, in Thomas 
county. 

By Senator Hopkins of the .seventh—To 
amend the charter of Thomasville, so as to 
provide for the election of certain officers. 

By Messrs. Alexander and Granade of 
Wilkes—To repeal the act establishing a dis- 
pensary for Washington, Wilkes county.
